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Call It A Year! 


n August 26, 1992, stu- 

dents filed into the halls of 
Batesville High School for the 
start of a new school year. For 
some it was the first time; for 
others it was the last time. On 
June 4, 1993, the faculty and 
staff said goodbye to those stu- 
dents, especially the seniors.

as. A standoff lasted there until 
April 19, 1993, when Janet Keno, 
the U.S. Attorney General, told 
the FBI to tear gas the facility. 

April was also a newsworthy 
month for America as well as for 
Batesville. On the 17th, the Rod- 
ney King trial was once again in 
the court. This time jurors tried to 
decide whether or not the police 
officers beat King because of ra- 
cial bias. The jury concluded with 
a split verdict. Two of the officers 
were acquitted and two were 
found guilty. And in Batesville, 
the Southeastern YMCA opened 
its doors to the general public. 

From major newsbreaking 
events to minor community oc- 
currences, this year was a very 
busy one for all of us. No matter 
what level of concern, we covered 
them so one can remember what 
happened in the 1992-95 school 
year.
